M.  This  sentence  in  the  constitution  of  Colorado  makes 
the  individual  district  the  supreme  power  in  Colorado 
school  administration.  It  renders  null  any  attempt  at  state 
or  county  supervision  under  the  constitution.  A  state 
course  of  study  and  uniformity  of  text  books  (except  by 
unanimous  consent  of  several  thousand  school  directors) 
are  alike  unconstitutional  and  can  not  be  legally  adopted 
by  the  state.     This  one  sentence  commits  the  state  of  Colo- 
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rado  to  the  theory  that  the  progress  of  her  schools  is  to 
be  measured  by  the  sum  of  the  individual  efforts  of  inde- 
pendent school  districts.  Massachusetts,  which  "has  no 
state  university,  no  prescribed  course  of  study,  no  state 
system  of  text  books,  no  state  superintendent,  no  state  cer- 
tification of  teachers,  no  state  system  of  education,  nor  any 
approach  to  one,"  is  an  example  of  the  system  to  which 
the  makers  of  the  constitution  evidently  wished  to  commit 
this  state.  We  may  discuss  the  relative  merits  of  freedom 
and  supervision  in  school  administration  all  we  please, 
this  one  short  sentence  will  determine  the  course  of  educa- 
tional progress  in  this  state  as  long  as  it  remains  in  the 
constitution. 

N,  The  general  fund  includes  all  funds  derived  other- 
wise than  by  the  direct  local  tax  of  the  district.    It  includes  : 

(1)  The  State  Fund- 
Interest  on  school  land  sales. 
Rental  of  school  lands. 

Interest  on  legacies  falling  to  the  state. 

(2)  The  County  Fund- 
Tax  levied  by  the  county  commissioners  on  all  the 

property  of  the  county  for  all  the  public  schools 
of  the  county.     Known  as  county  school  tax. 

(3)  The  Penal  Fund- 
Fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures.     (See  Sec.  115.) 

The  special  fund  is  the  special  tax  voted  by  the  people 
of  the  district  on  the  property  included  within  the  district 
for  the  maintenance  of  their  own  school. 

0.  This  provision  is  often  violated.  It  serves,  however, 
as  a  check  against  the  hazardous  overdrawing  of  district 
funds. 
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P.  See  reference  M.  An  agreement  by  the  school  boards 
of  a  county  under  a  wide  awake  county  superintendent 
may  insure  county  uniformity  until  a  change  of  adminis- 
tration and  may  be  said  to  be  practicable.  An  agreement 
by  all  the  school  boards  of  the  state  is  virtually  impossible, 
and  if  it  were  possible  would  be  an  impracticable  arrange- 
ment. The  only  way  to  secure  uniform  text  books  and 
state  supervision  is  to  amend  the  constitution.
